MANILA ADVICES. 
HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—AM.) 

MANILA, Sept. 18.—Later advices 
from. Hong Kong state that 100 lives 
were lost and millions of dollars’ 
worth of damage done during the ty- 
phoon. 

Only two persons on the Fatshan 
were killed. The French loss in- 
cludes four officers. 

The British gunboat Robin and the 
torpedo-boat destroyer Taku were 
damaged. The gunboat Phoenix and 
the French torpedo-boat destroyer 
Francisque were wrecked. 

Although the berometer was low 
this morning, there was nothing to 
presage a hurricane. Under ordinary 
precautions, the usual harbor work 
was in progress when the storm struck 
the shipping, practically without warn- 
ing. Vessels pitched ashore along the 
waterfront, and the docks and sea- 
walls were strewn with wreckage. 
Ocean liners, junks, sampans and fer- 
ryboats were piled up in the streets, 
and the flooded highways blocked with 
wreckage. 

The greatest loss of life was among 
the natives. Pear! River was crowded 
with boats, and the stofm sent hun- 
dreds to the bottom. 

Among the few ships in the harbor 
which escaped damage is the Empress 
of Japan.

While it is believed that several 
lives were lost, today, when two 
cars of Rock Island train No. 12, 
northbounc, went into the Cimarron 
River at Dover, Okla., becaube of the 
collapse of a bridge, nobody has been 
recovered, and thé only person posi- 
tively known to have perished is Hank 
Littiefield, an employé of the Fore- 
paugh-Selle circus, who was drowned,

GUTHRIE REPORTS DISASTER. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

GUTHRIE, (Okla.) Sept. 18.—Eight 
people are dead, twenty more are in- 
jured and many more are missifg in 
the most disastrous wreck in the re- 
cent history of the Rock Islan‘ road, 
whigh occurred three miles from Do- 
ver, Okla., this morning. 

The engine, tender, baggage and mail 
cars, emoker and day coach of 
sen train No. 12, northbound, left 
the high bridge that spans the Cimar- 
ron River and plunged into the cur- 
rent, flanked by treacherous quick- 
sands. The locomotive disappeared 
from sight almost immediately. The 
mall and baggage clerks escaped from 
their coaches, and swam to the shore. 

The accident was due to the defect- 


swerved out of line by the pressure 
of driftwood carried down by the 
swolien stream, 

AT HIGH SPEED. 

The train was running at high speed 
to make up time. The engine driver 
did not see the condition of the brhige 
until he was within a few yards, when 
lc was too late to stop. 

He shouted to his fireman, threw 
on the air brakes and jumped. He 
landed on the very edge of the river 
bank and escaped unhurt. The fire- 
man was less fortunate, sustaining 
severe injurtes. 

When the engine struck the bridge 
the whole structure suddenly col- 
lapsed, precipitating the engine and

COY'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

L. H. Coy, a traveling man, whose 
home is in Kareas City, had a narrow 
escape in the wreck, being a passen- 
ger in the day coach. He arrived in 
Guthrie over the Rock Island at 4 
o'clock this afternoon. 

He said: 

“When I left the scene of the disas- 
ter tn the morning, all but about 
twenty-five of the passengers had 
been accounted for. 

“] wae seated near the back of the 
Gay coach. when the engineer threw 
om the brakes and sounded the alarm. 
I jumped for the door and through the 
swaying of the car my hand was 
emashed between the doors, No bones 
were broken, but the injury ls very 
painful. I did not know that the cars 
were going onto a bridge until i 
reached the back piaMorm. 

“When I felt the day coach going 
down, I jumped and landed on a short 
plece of bridge, which did not go out 
at the south end. The chair car came 
up within three feet of me before ty 
stopped, and all that saved my life 
was the fact that the engineer threw | 
on the alr before he jumped.

footing. The other men jumped through 
the rear door of the smoker before it 
sank, and struck out for the shore. 
They were carried down the current 
for perhaps a quarter of a mile, when 
they were pulled out. They were al- 
most exhausted from strangulation 
and exposure. 

The most authentic accounts place 
the number of passengers in the smok- 
rer at between twenty-five and thirty. 
With but few exceptions, these have 
not been accounted for. The only hope- 
ful news ie contained In messages re, 
ceived from rural discricts. Men on 
bits of driftwood have been seen £o- 
ing down stream at various points, but 
attempts at rescue have in most in- 
stances proved futile. 

CARRIED TWENTY MILES. 

One man whose name is not known, 
was fished out of the Cimarron at 
Cashion, twenty miles from the scene 
of the disaster. He was almost dead. 
Others have been reported floating 
down the river. 

HURRIED TO KINGFISHER. 

Those who were injured and taken 
from the river at the bridge were hur- 
Six physicians left 
that place immediately after news of 
the wreck wag received. They have 
heen working without cessation since 
‘early morning. 

The pople of Kingfisher have thrown 
their homes open for the succor of the 
injured. 

It will be Impossible to ascertain the 
number of dead for severa! days. Many 
of those reported missing may show 
up safe at some point. 

Tonight, the derailed cars are lying 
near the bank of the river. A party 
of searchers is working with torches 
and lanterns to lend.aid to any who/| 
may be within the coaches or recover 
the bodies. It is the opinion of peo- 
ple who are at the scene of the wreck 
that a few bodies will be found in- 
side the smoker. 

EX-POSTMASTER'’S STORY. 


W. R. Kelley, ex-postmaster of 
Kingfisher, has just reached Guthrie 
from the scene of the Rock Island 
wreck near Dover. He says that al! 
but six of the passengers are account- 
ed for. Four of those missing are 
members of a theatrical ¢éompany that 
boarded the train at E! Reno. 

Sheriff J. P. Love of Kingfisher, who 
was in the smoker of the wrecked 
train, éxperienced a marvelous escape. 
He said: “Just as the car was turn- 
ing on its side, I fought my way to 
the rear and forced by body through 
the door. The water then was over 
my head. When I came to the surface, 
I was swept down stream by the 
heavy current. Just as I had given 
up all hope and was in the last stages 
of exhaustion, I touched bottom and 
drew myself up on the bank. There 
| were at least thirty others in the 
smoker. I saw only two besides my- 
self escape.”’ |

ONLY LE NAN “READS.” 


He led the way to a little dingy, 
dark, ili-kept room at Fifth and Main 
streets, where the reporter was intro- 
duced to a dark person called L. C. 
Le Nan, who looks like a colored man, 
but who said he is an Egyptian. All 
the languages under the sun were his, 
and he would translate the writings of 
Dr. Keyes for the reporter for the 
moderate sum of $1. He said he was a 
graduate of Oxford, Heidelberg and 
the University of Catro. 

During the interview that preceded 
the writing, Dr. Keyes had suddenly 
started, shuddered and shrugged his 
shoulders, saying with a quiet smile 
that the spirit was possessing him. 
But during the writing he was cool and 
calm. 


He seized a pad of paper and acrib- 
bied like mad with his pencil until 
sixty sheets of note paper were cov- 
ered with marks such as are repro- 
duced here. 

The “Exyptian” gave a knowing 
smile, as though to say that thie was 
really too easy for him. At a glance 
he recognized the scribbling to be the 
language called “Gese.” He said that 
language was spoken 2400 years ago, or 
| some such uhrecent date. They used it

FUNERAL PYRE 
FOR HEROINE. 


Burning from Head to Feet, 
Thinks of Others. 


Mrs. Wardwell Takes Fiery 
Stove Outdoors. 


Hideous Agony and Death 
for Her Bravery. 


Dying in awful agony from the effect 
of burns which all but incinerated her 
body from head to foot, Mra. R. L. 
Wardwell of No. 3423 Maple avehue is 
the heroine of tue entire neighborhood. 

Mrs. Wardwell sacrificed her own 
life willingly and uncomplainingly, not 
alone to save her own home from de- 
struction, but to’ prevent the spread of 
what would undoubtedly have been a 
a in the closely settled sec- 
ion. 

The first words which writhed from 
her charred lips after regaining a 
maddening spell of consciousness from 
the hideous ordeal of fire, were: “Is 
everything saved? Were any of the 
houses burned?” To be followed by a 
shriek of agony which pierce@ to the 
hearts of the tear-stricken neighbors, 
“Oh, why can’t I die quickly?” 

The woeful tragedy resulted from 
the explosion of a gasoline stove 
about 6 o'clock last night, over which 
Mrs. Wardwell was cooking supper for 
her husband, a painter, who had not 
yet returned from work. 

CARRIES OUT BLAZING MASS. 

No other person was in the kitchen. 
Mrs. Wardwell’s first intimation of 
anything amiss was a deafening det- 


onation, followed by a puff of smoke 
and a pillar of fi which leaped to 
the ceiling. She might have escaped 


with her fife and unscathed, but with 
absolutely no thought of self. with 
matchiess coolness and wonderful]  seif- 
possession, she seized the heavy stove 
in her arms, and with the flames play- 
Ing like a hundred knouts of Satan 
over her arms and shoulders, beating 
her in the face, and wrapping their 
deadly thongs about her waist. bore 
the burning mass through three rooms. 
avoiding with a marvelous instinct 
every plece of furniture or other in- 
flammable article, and hurled the 
stove and its biazing contents far out 
upon the lawn. 
MARK FOR AWFUL DEATH. 

Then, marked for death, wrapped In 
a shroud of lambent flame, her clothes, 
'fiesh, hands, nails and hair burning, 
her eyes burned out of their sockets, 
her body a bundle of roasting nerves, 
| the splendidly heroic woman turned too 
late to save hersell, 
With her bare hands she sought to 
beat down the fire. Covered with the 
dripping gasolirre, she made no head- 
way. Shrieking she fought the fight 
of her life all over the lawn, and in 
'full view of a score of terror-strick 
people. A. Baker, a carpenter board- 
ing with the Wardwells, rushed to her 
rescue. [n an instant his clothing was 
on fire in three places, and while he 
turned to fight down the flames which 
threatened him the crazed woman 
writhed in her funeral pyre. 


HEROINE TURNS ON HOSBP. 
Mrs. W. K. Van Tyne, living next 
door to the Wardwells, rushed out at 


| the sound of the victim’s screams. At 


_ the first glance at the stricken woman 
she covered her eyes and éried out in 
horror. But the next moment she re- 
covered and proved herself also a 
heroine. Seizing the sprinkling hose, 
she made a connection, turned on the 
water, and played a‘ stream of water 
all over the burning woman. In 4 mo- 
ment the flames were subdued, and 
Mise Brown, also a ‘neighbor, rushed 
out with a horse blanket which she 
threw about the pitifully-charred body 


| which the helping ones could hardly 


control in the madness of its convul- 
sions, and the doomed woman was car- 
house.

NO DIVERTING 
| OF ORANGES? 


Some Shippers Afraid Rate 
Law Will Stop Ii. 


Effect on Industry. 


Many Believe Old Method Is 
Best for Grower. 


Will the new rate law in the course 
of its as yet uncomprehended scope of 
application sound the death knell of 
the almost universal practice of di- 
verting shipments of California fruit 
while en route to eastern markets? is 
the question which shippers and rall- 
Way men alike are asking in antici- 
pation of the opening of the coming 
citrus-fruit season. 

Although by no means unanimous in 
the opinion, there is a well-founded 
belief among freight agents that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
ite rulings is likely to declare against 
the practice of diversion, as it is 
caljed, and which hundreds of Call- 
fornia fruit shippers consider largely 
responsible for the high returns which 
they have enjoyed from their prod- 
ucts. The attitude of the commission 
will be taken on that part of the new 
law which provides that all shipments 
must give the name of the consignee 
and real destination, and must be de- 
livered by the carriers to those con- 
signees. Thig could not be done wu 
the practice of diversion. 

Taking this view of the new law, 
the Northern Pacific and Great Nortfh- 
ern railways have issued instructions 
to their agents to discontinue divert- 
ing shipments of lumber while en 
route, in exactly the same manner 
that it has been the practice te divert 
fruit shipments from this territory 
while on their way to the eastern 


et. 

Should the ruling of the two a 
ern roads prove a correct and per 
interpretation of the new law,-then the 
initial lines out of California, the 
Southern Pacific, Santa Fé and Salt 
Lake, are almost certain to make the 
same ruling with regard*to shipments 
of fruit, and the privilege of diverting 
shipments to any one of a half-dozen 
markets or to all of them, for the pur- 
pose of satisfying the most active de- 
mand. and to secure the best top-notch 
prices, will be denied to the California 
fruit grower. 

It is this prospect of an unexpected 
“kicker” in the new rate ilegisiation 
which has thrown many of the heav- 
lest shippers into a panic in anticipa- 
tion of the outcome of this winter's 
marketing. 

On the other hand, strangely enough, 
there are a number of shippers, and 
some organizations, like the Citrus 
Union, which would probably be vastly 
well pleased to see this interpretation 
of the new law work out, and the old 
practice of direct shipments installed 
in place of that of diversion. 
SHIPPERS AMD LINES DIVIDED. 


While the shippers are divided, s0 
also are the railways. For the greater 
part, representatives of the initial 
lines would be glad to see the aboli- 
tion of diversion. claim that 
shippers frequently abuse the privyi- 
lege, sometimes making use of the 
refrigerator cars of the company for 
private warehouses while they are 
awaiting a favorable turn of the mar- 
ket, and running up a huge and non- 
paying mileage on the cars they use. 
But the connecting lines, especially 
the smaller lines, which profit more 
or less by diversion shipments which 
they would never secure otherwise, 
would deery the change. 

On the contrary, the shippers who 
have adhered to the much-discussed 
practice declare that they see in the 
drift of the question a tendency on 
the part of the initial iines to secure 
the revocation of. the privilege te 
which they have never been particu- 
larly favorable. This, these shippers 
declare, would place them so entirety 
at the mercy of the tocal markets to 
whieh they might be shipping, the: 
they would be left entirely in te 
hands of the commission men and 
compelied to take whatever prices 
they might offer, unless they offer tc.

He can have his choice of practicaily 
all of the markets of the Bast. and 
exercise that choice, not at the time 
he makes his shipment, but after the 
consignment is on the road and for 
days thereafter, up until the time ft 
reaches certain recognized diversion 
points.

AN PEDRO JUMPS ON TWO WRETCHED FAKIRS. 
AS was expected, the trustees of San Pedro, last night took the very 
action which The Times of iast Sunday suggested that they would best take. 

They indefinitely postponed the proposed franchise granting special 
privileges along the wall of the outer harbor, taking the ground that these 
privileges are too valuable to be bartered away at this stage of the game 
but must be preserved for the future benefit of the people. 

The suggestion of The Times of Sunday that this course be pursued 
met with an immediate chorus of approval. Petitions were circulated; the 
citizens signed them with unanimity; the city trustees fell in with the idea; 
and last night the proposition was clinched. The fact is that at no moment 
was there danger that the trustees would do aught but what they considered 
to be for the best advantage of the city—the outrageous calumnies of the pre- 
posterous and mutton-headed Examiner to the contrary notwithstanding. 

But more things were done at San Pedro last night than the mere re- 
versal of the franchise bidders. The indignant citizens of the town, enraged

DESTRUCTIVE FIRES SWEEP THE 
SANTA MONICA RANGE. 


Small Force of Fighters Toils All 
Day in the Neighborhood of Car- 
bon Canyon in an Effort to Save 
the J. U. Henry Ranch—Exceeding 
Dryness Renders Battle Difficult. 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 18.—Forest 
fires tonight illuminate the hills and 
peaks to the northwest. The blazes 
have beén creeping slowly all day up 
the sides of the cafion near the new 
wharf of the Malibu Railway, just 
south of the Malibu ranch line, and as 
darkness fell upon the hills the dancing
